LONDON, Aug. 3=~-However high the 
cost of living at home, it is certainly 
much higher and more alarming ia 
Great Britain. 

“Life is becoming almost too cost- : 
ly to live,” said a great London news- 
paper the other morning. “It is equal- 
ly expensive to die.” : 

The government admits an increase 
of 113 per cent in the price of essen- 
tials as compared with the pre-war pe- 
riéd. This figure is misleading for sev- 
eral reasons. It includes many articles 
not consumed in large quantities, and 
the rise of which has been compara- 
tively small. It hides the fact that 
prices are kept even at the present lev- 
el only by the payment of vast gov- 
ernment subsidies amounting to $900,- 
000,000 a year. 

Minister Gives Data. 

Robert Horn, minister of labor, has 
emphasized the fact that the govern- 
ment estimates are misleading by a. 
statement just made in parliament. He 
declares that prices have so far in- 
creased that the same amount of boots 
and shoes, which could be bought for 
$150 before the war would now cost 
$500, that men’s suits then costing $200 
would now take $500, that cotton piece 
goods have rigen in the same way from 
$100 to $500. 

In studying the commodity prices 
which follow one must remember the 
bread price is kept down only by the 
payment of $250,000,000 out of the pub- 
lic treasury by way of subsidy to mill- 
ers and bakers, that $132,000,000 public 
subsidy should really be added to the 
price of coal, and that railroad trans- 
portation which enters into the cost of 
everything is costing $300,000,000 a 
year more than is reflected in com- 
modity prices. .

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 3.—Liverpool is 
in the grip of hooliganism. For two 
nights the city has been given over to 
riot and pillage. Scores of shops have 
been smashed and rifled. At one place|. 
along the lines of docks the gates were 
broken open, and the mob stormed the 
huge food warehouse, carrying off 
stocks of bacon, ham, lard, sugar, rice, 
and tinned stuffs. 

Large numbers of troops have been 
drafted into the city from adjacent 
military camps, and warships are on 
their way to the Mersey. The soldiers 
are quartered in the spacious St. 
George’s hall. 


Terror on Mersey Side. 

Terror came to the Mersey side dur- 
ing the early hours of Saturday morn- 
ing, when, taking advantage of the 
police strike, the turbulent element of 
cosmopolitan. Liverpool, which lurks in 
the side streets of a well defined area 
and which is ready for under 
whenever occasion permits, started the 
work of destruction. 

The soldiers marched up and down 
the road in column of fours, but the 
mob dodged around them. Under the 
eyes of the troops they scrambled 
through shattered windows and secur- 
ried back to their homes. with boxes 
of boots and suits of clothes, and then 
came back for more.

mon street. He had seen service on 
the Mexican border. 

He was in charge of a side-car motor- 
eycie, and was in front of regimental 
headquarters, Thirty-ninth street and 
Princeton avenue. Fhe machine gun, 
was mounted on an automobile.

Punish criminals, white or Black. 
Stop catering to the Negro vote on 
the part of politicians. Give the Ne- 
gro a better chance by furnishing him 
with better housing and recreational 
privileges. 

These were some of the sugges- 
tions made yesterday in Chicago pul- 
pits regarding remedies for the race 
riots. 

A meeting was held in the afternon 
at the Sacred Heart Polish Catholic 
church, Honore and  Forty-sixth 
streets, to devise ways and means to 
help the families which suffered in 
the burning of homes in the district 
back' of the yards. Father Francis 
J. Karabasez of the Poiish churchand 
Father Alexander Skrvypko of the Lith- 
uanian Catholic church were in charge. 
The stockyards authorities promised 
relief co-cperation. 


Riots Rouse Pulpits. 


Negro ministers called ‘on their con- 
stituencies to help maintain order and 
cited the bravery of the colored troops 
in France as a reason for self-control 
and not for revenge. 

“Too much attention has been paid 
to the Negro vote and not enough to 
providing for the Negro’'s ‘welfare,” 
said the Rev. A. J. McCartney in his 
sermon at the Kenwood Evangelical 
church, Forty-sixth street and Green- 
wood avenue. “ The slogan for Chica- 
go’s crimina!g white or black, ought 
to be, ‘ Treat“m rough.’ I believe in 
justice, not revenge, but justice ought 
to be meted out with enough swiftness 
Land certainty to bring respect for law.” 

The Rev. Q. F. Jordan, speakipg in 
the Evanston Christian church, said: 

“This condition is only the reflex of 
general causes. It is not simply the 
shame of Chicago, but of the nation.” 


“Segregate the Blacks.” 


“This riot has come to us as a shock 
after all our idealism,’ said the Rev. 
Mark J. Fields in a uniom meeting 
Delano chapel, Evanston. 

“I helieve in segregating the blacks 
for their own good as well as for the 
good of the whites. I don’t believe in 
intdrmarriage nor in social mingling 
of the races. The way the white man 
is to show his superiority is not by the 
German method of the superman rul- 
ing over others, but by the white man’s 
superiag service.” 

“A lesson. from the race riot is the 
need of a return to respect for author- 
ity,” said the Rev. H. Searg Thompson 
in the First Presbyterian church, 
Evanston. The policeman who de- 
clined to exercise the authority vested 
in him when the trouble began gave 
oecasion for the mob to assume con- 


trol. 


Negroes Hear Sermon. 

The largest company of Negroes as- 
sembled in Olivet Colored Baptist 
church, Thirty-first street and South 
Park avenue, and listened to a sermon 
by the pastor; the Rev. L. K. Williams. 
This church is said to have a mem-

Fire Loss May be $500,000. 

The loss in the “ back of the yards” 
fire alone has been estimated all the‘ 
way from $90,000 to “ more than $400.- 
000.” A city official acquainted with 
the territory said yesterday it “ might 
run to $500,000.” A city employé sent 
to survey the ruins was asked if it 
would reach $200,000. He replied with 
a laugh and this comment: “If we 
had all the loss over that we could 
have a fine time at Palm Beach next 
winter.” | 

Yet the estimate given reporters on 
the morning of the fire was “ around 
$90,000." They were also told at first 
that the houses wrecked totaled be- 
tween eighty and 100, later seventy- 
four, and still later forty-three. It 
was yesterday given out that houses at 
thirty-seven street numbers were to- 
tally destroyed or made uninhabitable 
and that there were “two and three 
houses at some of the numbers.” 

It is known with reasonable definite- 
ness that there were “fifty-one work- 
ing fires” in the riot district within 
the week, but the loss was smal! or 
nominal, with ome exception. With 
such information it is impossible to 
get any reliable estimate of the city’s 
liability, assuming that the big fire 
Was caused by rioters. 

Total Dead Put at Thirty-three. 

The number killed through the ricts 
has been fixed by the coroner at thirty- 
three—twenty colored civilians, twelve 
white civilians, and one policeman. 

No accurate count has been made of 
the number injured. Health Commis- 
sioner Robertson has done an excellent 
job in obtaining a list of the injured 
who were cared for by hospitals. These

“America,” M. Lauzanne gaid, “is 
morally obligated to give us an abso- 
jute guarantee of immediate assistance 
in case the Germans attack us, Unless 
this assurance is forthcoming we can- 
not do other than stay on the Rhine 
permanently.” 

Promise of America. 


Foch’s advice to hold the left bank 
of the Rhine as the only safe and 


- sound method to avoid repetition of the 


last five years’ slaughter was aban- 
doned, M. Lauzanne said, upon opposi- 
tion of the American delegation. In 
return the Americans, he added, prom- 
ised military aid for the French in case 
of need. 

“Now, if America goes back on her 
word,” M. Lauzanne said, “we will 
merely resort to Foch’s original plan. 

“Frankly, we are greatly disappoint- 
ed at the actions of the American sen- 
ate,” Lauzanne said. “ When the peace 
conference began the Republicans 
over there seemed to favor our holding 
the left bank of the Rhine. Then they 
swung into line with the Democrats 
who opposed annexations. We agreed 

to the Democrats’ plans, as we realized 
annexation could be accomplished only 
with many and great’ difficulties. 
Senate in Horror. 
“The surprising thing ts that after 
meddling with our affairs in the Rhine 
settlement, the senate now throws up 


_ its hands in horror at the idea of ac- 


cepting certain responsibilities in Eu- 
rope. America holds the peace of the 
world in her hands. The United States 
must help Europe or peace cannot be 
restored. 

“America should have learned th 
lesson that war in Europe means a 
world war—and therefore America is 
very much involved in the peace of 
Europe. 

“American statesmen must realize 
that in the present situation they can- 
not separate American and European 
affairs as they would, or could, a few 
years ago. The.world has grown so 
small that what affects us affects the 
United States. The next time America 
will find she. cannot stay out three 
years. 

An Incomplete House. 

“But there will not be any ‘next 
time’ if the importance. of the situ-. 
ation is fully grasped by America at 
this time. The league of nations is a 
wonderful beginning toward develop- 
ment of a peaceful world, but so far 
it is like an uncompleted house. The 
main structure is’ erected, but there 
are many drafts from loose fitting 
doors and windows. The structure 
needs America’s aid and codéperation 
if it ever is to be completed, becauase 
nothing in the world is now possible 
without the United States. 

“ Another thing we can’t understand 
is America’s attitude toward the Jap- 
anese. The United States is always

WAGES AND HIGH PRICES. 
Congress, at the request of the president, has 
rescinded its order of a recess for five weeks. The 
specific emergency lies in the railroad situation. 
The railroad men have asked the government for 
Prices must 


come down or wages must go up. ‘ 

That specific emergency brings in the whole na- 
tional and international economic question, which 
congress is not indisposed to attack by legislation. 
The various and numerous suggestions which arise 
indicate that American belief in cure by statute is 
still strong. |

We doubt their efficacy. Experience suggests that 
congressional acts may be futilities if plastered on 
economic laws. There may be exceptions, such as 
the proposal of Senator Myers to reduce gradually 
the amount of money in circulation. If the money’ 
in circulation has increased from $3,367,000,000 to 
$5,841,000,000 in five years, deflation, as Senator 
Myers says, may be the first necessity in the read- 
justment of wages to prices. : 

There is nothing sacred about any particular 
standard of purchasing power. The important 
thing is to maintain some stable ratio between 
wages and prices, to keep a standard from con- 


The statement is made in behalf of the railréad 
men that in comparison with pre-War prices $5 is 
today worth only $2.15. That in itself would not 
constitute a great evil, because we could make 
the necessary adjustments in wages, etc., to con- 
form to the new standard. 

It seems hardly likely that we can return to pre- 
war standards. Even in 1914, as the war indus- 
tries board has recently shown, there were signs 
of a world-wide advance in prices, and the stimu- 
lus of the war converted this advance into a ver- 
{table price revolution. 

It is easy to charge this revolution to the profit- 
eers, and doubtless they have had a hand in it, 
but a movement which affects the whole world 
must have more fundamental causes. According 
to the war industries board, prices have risen to 
a greater degree in practically every country than 
they have in the United States; and if we accept | 
the profiteering theory as the chief explanation we 
must conclude that there is a world-wide ring of 
profiteers operating after the fashion of a predato- 
ry monopoly. 

Our problem would be much simplified if we 
could foresee with any certainty the probable 
course of future price movements, If there were 
any reasonable assurance that prices would re- 
main approximately at their present level, then 
we could-edfely and unhesitatingly make all ad- 
justments on that basis. The problem of high prices 
would solve itself.

There was a time when all the ways of the 
earth were open to all men and “ trespass " was a 
term unheard of. A few years ago we would have 
heard the phrase, “trespass of the air,” with a 
good deal of grimacing. Already there has been 
doubt expressed as to the practicality of applying 
the rule of trespass to an element so negligible as 
air, in view of the fact that the earth continually 
spins, and therefore no one portion of it occupies 
the same air space in any two seconds. If pos- 
session of the particular air above a specified lot 
were in question it is doubtful if the owner could 
identify it with reference to a mischief committed 
therein. That air might be hovering over China 
by the time he could complain. 

But the theory of law is that one owns property 
to the center of the earth and to the zenith above 
him. If a wrong is done him he is no more re- 
quired to identify the air in which it was com- 
mitted than to bring samples of the exact water 
in which, flowing through his land, a favorite ani- 
mal has been feloniously drowned. 

Trespass in the air must be an acceptable doc- 
trine if we are to control transportation and pro- 
tect property. If an airship explodes and destroys 
property it is no defense to allege that the owner 
of the property cannot identify the particular at- 
mosphere which occupied the space above his 
property at the moment of the explosion. The law 
is not as to air but space. 

Pretending to no expert knowledge of the sub- 
ject, we cannot say that Senator Sherman’s bill 
completely covers the need; but at least it is a move 
in the right direction. Our heads and our house-

Tells of Benefits of 
Dry Law. 


Benefits of prohibition are already 
apparent in the home life of Chicago 
citizens, according to Albert E. Web- 
ster, assistant superintendent of the 
Juvenile Protective association, in a 

report on the July work of the asso- 


ciation.

Webster's report, reads as fol- 


“Our activities during July show be- 
yond question that parents are more 
sober, homes are maintained in cleaner 
condition, children are given better 
care, and wage earners are more regu- 
lar in supporting their families than 


- Was true when the city was ‘ wet.’ 


“In June, out of 374 complaints re- 
ceived, forty-two, or more than 11 per 
cent, were due primarily to drink. In 
scores of others drink was a contribut- 
ing factor. The primary cases included 
nonsupport, cruelty to wife or children, 
selling liquor to minors, and assaults 
committed while the offender was in- 
‘toxicated. In July, with 381 cases, only 

eight complaints, or about 2 per cent, 
g were attributed to drink. Five of these 
were family cases. where adults were 
still able to procure liquor; the other 


three were saloons, which sold it ille- 
gally. 
Fewer Neglectful Mothers. 

“Our investigations disclose that 
- certain saloons, both in the loop and 
in outlying sections, continue to sell 
, liquor to old customers who are con- 
sidered ‘trustworthy.’ The difficulty 
with which it is generally procured, 
however, has led to a rapid decrease 
in its consumption and to a gradual 
and encouraging increase in sobriety. 

“On the north side several alcoholic 
mothers who formerly neglected their 
children and gave scant attention to. 
their household duties are now con- 
- ducting homes that would be a credit 
to any housekeepe The southwest 
district formerly averaged about five 
complaints daily where intemperance 
was responsible for conditions detri- 
mental to children. During the entire 
month of July énly two complaints of 
this character were received from that 
district. 

“The congested foreign areas in the 
stockyards and northwest districts 
have likewise witnessed a salutary 
change in family life because of en- 
forced sobriety. Men who formerly 
*’ thought nothing of spending a dollar 
or more per day for their “scnapps” 
or “shots” now bring their money 
home and convert it into shoes, cloth- 
ing and food. While the millennium is 
yet far away, there can be no doubt 
that a continuance of these conditions 
will contribute materially to the wel- 
fare of boys and girls and will ‘be of 
incalculable benefit to domestic life in 
general. 

Cites Peril of Morons.

“We were prisoners of Gen. Cal y 
Mayor from June 26, 1918, to Feb. 18, 
1919. It was Nov. 13, 1918, that my 
mother died of slow starvation. 

“This Gen. Rafael Cal y Mayor was 
a close personal friend of Zapata. On 
Nov. 15, 1918, he had me brought to his 
shack. 

“Get ready for a trip," he told me. 
‘You're going to carry a message to 
Zapata for me. You're going to Vera 
Cruz and to México City. I haven't 
got anybody but Indians here, and 
they can’t make the trip.

[ STRAWBERRY CARE 


BY RIDGWAY. 


Do not neglect your strawberry 
patch, for after the fruiting season it 
needs careful attention to keep it in 
good bearing condition. A little work 
during the summer will a long way 
toward the preduction of, 4 "get crop 
next year. It will not take long. for the 
rows to change into a solid mass if the 
runners are allowed to grow and set 
at will between the rews. Effective 
work can be done by cutting off the 
runners, which increases the old 
crowns, and the pants will be strong 
next season. 

Every effort choult be made to pre- 
vent the plants from crowding. It is 


well defined hill, but the rows should 
‘not be more than six inches wide. If 
the vines are cut back instead of 
drawn back into the row, crowding will 
be prevented to a considerable extent. 

It is advisable to change the position 
of the row. about every two years. 
After the plants have borne fruit for 
two seasons the rows themselves be- 
come matted, and by shifting trem the 
plants get a new start and do much 
better. This may be done by ahowing 
the runners to set between the old 
rows. They may be allowed to set as 
‘thickly as possible, and the cutting of 
the runners should be done with care 
to keep the row straight in the new 
location. 

The plants are easily kept in the new 
rows by using wire staples or forked 
sticks to hold them in place. 

The wind frequently shifts the plants 
if some precautions are not taken, and 
by pushing staple or forked sticks 
down over the runners near the base 
stalk they are held in place while the 
roots form. — 

As soon as the new row is estab- 
lished the old row should be cut out. 
Renewing is also done every year by 
allowing .the runners to set within six 
inches of the old row and keeping the 
mass trimmed to a width of about 
twelve inches. Where this is practiced, 
the oldest plants are allowed to remain 
in the row two years. 

This method is considered a good 
one by many growers, as it allows a 
constant change of soil. During the 
summer the patch should be cultivated 
at least once if the weeds are bad.

Now this is a story about the Bacred 
lotus flower, the lotus which was loved 
and adored by the ancient Egyptians, 
sung of and sculped by the Egyptians, 
Written about and immortalized by the 
Hindus. and the Chinese. And not for 
its beauty alone, not much, 

But first let us say that It is reported 
that there are three lotus beds in the 
United States. ‘It is said that there 
are three, but one we have met, posi- 
tively, and that is the largest.

This year the bed’and blossoms 
are better developed than the last eight 
years, and nature must have a reason.
